FRENCH DEFENDERS OF HEIGHTS SlIRROUNDFQ AND THE 
SAFETY OF THE YPRES SECTOR IS THREATENED 
OTHERGAINS 


Made Dy Germans Rut Allies 
Confident Of Countering 


Kemmel Hill, a height which has been loc k ed upon as the k ey to 


the so uthern side of the Ypres salient and one of thè most im p orta nt 


strateg ic po sitio ns on the northern battle tront in the past, has been 


taken by the G e r m a ns after a defense which will becom e one of the 


mo st hero ic o f the war. The hill was surrounded and the French forces 


entrenched o n the slope were ov ercom e. 


The lo ss of the hill, which is adm itted in a sta tem ent by G eneral 


Gel m a Radclitfe, chief director of military operations at the British 


wa r o ffice, bring s to the allies a realization that the whole Ypres p o­ 


sitio n is in peril from a G e r m a n driv e northw a rd from the lowland 


ly ing in to the west of Armentieres. 
Teutons Look ed For W eak Point. 


The T eu tons launched terrific attack s along the w hole W’yts- 


cha ete-Ba illeul-Meteren line, W ednesday, a pparently for the purpose 


o f finding a po int which mig ht y ield. They ev idently fo und that 
spot 


in the sectio n of the front held jointly by the British and French troops 


and immedia tely they hurled fresh div isions which fought their way 


fo rwa rd all day T hu rs d a y until at nightfall they had su rrounded k e m - 


mel Hill and isolated the French troops holding the position. 


All night long the tight w ent on and not until Friday did the G e r ­ 


m a ns succeed in storm ing up the slope of the height. 


T he loss of k e ni m e l Hill is swii us t or it ov erlook s m uch of the 


lowlands lying back of the allied lines in the 'i pres salient. I he hill is 


46 4 feet high, rising f rom the lowlands on the south and east. It is 


six miles northw est ot Ypres and three miles west ot W ytschaete . 


This G e r m a n success cut a deep notch in the allied line t> the 


northw est of Ypres and completely outfla nk ed the British on the 


northern slopes of Messines ridge to w hich they were torced by the 


G e r m a n assaults of two w eek s ago. 1 he line to the southwest toward 


Bailleul appa rently is in no particular danger at present. The v illage 


of D ra nou tre has been lost to the enemy.
